Allied and Red Envoys Concur 
On Two Points of Agenda But 
Disagree Over the Major Issue 


Seoul, Korea, July 18—(IP)—Allied and Red envoys agreed today 


on two points of the cease-fire agenda but a dispute over "at least one 
major point" is blocking the start of actual Korean war armistice ne- 
gotiations. 


The United Nations announced this tonight after negotiator* re- 


turned from their longest session this week. It was the first report 
of agreement on any part of the agenda. • 


Vice Adm. C. Turner Joy, head of the U. N. cease-fire team, ac- 


cepted Communist wording for two agenda items at the close of Tues- 
day's conference, the announcement said. 


When he did so, "the entire Communist delegation seemed to show 


gratification, perhaps mixed with a certain element of relief," said 
Brig. Gen. William Nuckols of the-f« 
U. S. Air Force. Nuckols attend- 
ed the session in Kaesong. 


And when Admiral Joy pre- 


sented the Allied view on the ma- 
jor unresolved question, Nuckols 
said, the two "Chinese members of 
the Communist delegation nodded 
and appeared to appreciate the 
United Nations viewpoint." 


Neither Nuckols nor the formal 


headquarters announcement dis- 
closed the points agreed upon in 
the sixth day of conferences. Nor 
did they eay what was the major 
stumbling block to reaching a 
"mutually acceptable agenda." 


But General Matthew B. Ridg- 


way, 
supreme Allied commander, 


described it as "essential" to the 
success of the cease-fire confer- 
ence. 


They are still trying to agree 


on the scope of actual cease-fire 
talks. 


Observers on the outer fringe of 


the closely guarded conference 
chamber were talking about the 
possibility of a compromise to 
break 
the 
deadlock over 
the 


agenda. That is delaying actual 
cease-fire discussions. 


Observers say that should the 


question of withdrawal of troops 
come to an impasse, a possible 
compromise might be for both 
sides to agree to a "limited with- 
drawal," involving the removal 
from Korea of part of the U. N. 
forces and a proportionate number 
of Chinese.

Soviet maneuvering say the Krem- 
lin now apparently intends' to -try 
to gain ' by demonstrations of 
friendliness a slow-down or dis- 
ruption of efforts by the free na- 
tions to strengthen their power. 


One obvious specific objective 


for such Kremlin tactics would be 
to delay or discredit the signing 
of a Japanese peace treaty which 
is proposed by the U. S. for San 
Francisco in early September. 
Treaty completion is one of the 
foundations of American policy for 
building up defensive power in the 
in the western Pacific.

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MILITARY PACT WITH FRANCO 


According to J. M. Roberts, Jr., Associated Press 


news analyst, the French and British governments, in 
-expressing disapproval of American plans for a mili- 
tary pact with Franco Spain, have merely acted for 
the" record in their own internal political affairs. 


The actual situation is not one of dispute. It is 


not one of those things which interferes with tri- 
power unity. The whole issue was threshed out and 
agreement * reached long ago. 
The United States 


will make a deal with Franco if it can, and the Brit- 
ish and French will be disassociated from the move. 


British political opinion, both Conservative and 


Labor, is dead set against any association with 
what they call Franco Fascism. So are the French. 
It all goes back to the Spanish civil war. Neither 
government would dare face its constituents on a 
Franco deal. 


If the United States wishes to make an agreement 


for the sake of expediency, however, London and 
Paris will throw no monkey wrenches. Aside from 
avoiding political involvement, all they wanted was 
assurance that an American pact with Spain would 
not mean a decrease in American arms aid for the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. That assurance 


, was given. 
* 
The U. S; has no intention of paying any great 


price for Spanish cooperation. Franco recently ob- 


; tained a $62,500,000 loan. No further aid is con- 


templated now. He is reported willing to broaden the 
.base of his government and take other steps to 
make his regime more palatable to western political 
circles. He can get a promise of American wars for 
refurbishing his army after current American ob- 
ligations to NATO have been met—that means in 
two or three years—but not before. 


The United States wants air and naval bases. 


Franco has a good army, but one which needs mod- 
ern arms. In the air and naval departments he is 
woefully weak. The American proposal would sup- 
plement his defenses, and that's about all he would 
get out of it now. 


MAPLE LEAF BLISTERS 


Don't be too greatly disturbed if you notice blis- 


ters on the leaves of your maple trees, advises The 
Salamanca Press. Worried home owners in that area 
who have been sending such leaves to the New York 
State Agricultural Experiment Station at Geneva, 
and seeking information and advice, are being told 
that serious harm is not likely to be done to the 
trees. 


The blisters are the result of the feeding of tiny, 


almost microscopic mites, according to the entomol- 
ogists. The mites appear very early in the spring and 
begin feeding on the new tissues just as the buds 
open. At this season they are imbedded in small, 
reddish blisters or galls on the upper surfaces of the 
leaves. Sometimes the blisters are so numerous as 
to disfigure the foliage. 


Nothing can be done at this time of year to con- 


trol the tiny insects, because they are now beyond 
the reach of insecticides. Control can be establish-, 
ed only by the use of sprays appplied early in the 
spring while the trees are still dormant. If you want 
to prevent such infestation next year, use lime-sulfur 
diluted at the rate of one part to nine to ten parts 
of water applied just as the first bud scales begin to 
separate.

WASHINGTON COLUMN 


Is Administration for It? 
Then Congress Is Agin

VP7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—It's a completely unpredictable, run-away 
" Congress. More so than perhaps ever before. Trying to figure 
out why the Congress is doing some of the things it has done in ex- 
tending price control legislation is a completely frustrating experience. 


Only one general observation'can be made. Anything that President 


Truman or any of his officials recommend Is opposed, by a majority 
of the congressmen, even if the recommendation is obviously good. 
. Relations between the White House and Capitol Hill are that bad. It1 
is a completely chaotic situation. 


What is coming out of Congress now seems to be entirely the results: 


of individual lawmakers' own convictions. A healthy majority of them: 
seem to be thinking pretty tnr^h alike and viewing the world through | 
the same window. This majority is composed of nearly all the Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats. 
T^ETERAN observers of congressional high jinks shake their heads 


and admit they have never seen anything like it There is no 


leadership worthy of the name in either house of Congress. 


Power of the Republican-Southern Democrat combination is best 


illustrated in Minnesota Republican August Andresen's amendment to 
bar importation of foreign butter, fats and oils if there are U. S. 
surpluses. 


On its face, this looked like a dairy lobby job. But what was not 


emphasized is that the Andresen amendment also included bans on 
imports of rice, peanuts and soybeans. They were put in to get the 
southern farm bloc vote. It is old-fashioned legislative log-rolling and 
mutual back-scratching. Incidentally, it was passed without a re- 
corded vote. 


One of the main arguments in its favor was that there was no sense 


in having the government pay support prices on U. S. fats and oils 
production if foreign imports were cheaper. This makes sense as far 
as it goes. 


The obvious remedy, however, would be to repeal the whole farm, 


price support program, to save the taxpayers money and reduce prices 
to consumers. If farmers and farm product processors want free 
markets, without artificial controls, the place to begin would be to 
Abolish all price supports, which are artificial controls to keep prices 
up. But nobody mentioned that 


What you have here, therefore, Is an artificial, international trade 


barrier. It is a virtual high tariff written into a price-control law. As 
a legislative monstrosity, it probably has no equal. 
TN about the same class is Kansas Republican Rep. Cliff Hope's amend- 


ment banning livestock slaughtering quotas. This is also a pick-up 


from the Senate-passed price control measure, so it will probably stick. 


Office of Price Stabilization officials say that what this amendment 


will probably do is guarantee black markets. 


Essence of the quota system is the licensing of all slaughterers. In 


World War II the number of slaughterers rose to 26,000. Half of them 
were black market. OPA didn't move in to license them till late in 
the war. This is a principal reason why the black market got out of 
hand then. 


This time, Price Stabilizer Michael V. DiSalle moved In early, to 


license slaughterers and keep out the black marketeers. OPS thus held 
the number of licensed slaughterers to 12,000 legitimate operators. 


What the quota system is intended to do Is merely to see that avail- 


able supplies of meat animals are divided equitably among the licensed 
slaughterers. It would prevent livestock raisers and feeders from 
selling to the black market slaughter houses. 


American Meat Institute, the packers' trade association, said the 


quota system is necessary, if there are any price controls. Mr. DiSalle 
has said often that price controls could not b* effective unless there 
were quotas and licenses. 


Disregarding this pressure from the meat Industry and the Price 
Administrator, Congress banned the quote system. So what you have 
is a black market^built Into th* pric* control lew.
